The Committee on Privileges and Elections 
is, of course, controlled by the Republicans, and 
if Judge Spofford’s credentials were put in its 
hands it might be a long time before they coula 
be got out again. The test question will be on 
the motion to refer. All the Republicans who 
favor Kellogg, and all who want to postpone 
the time when they must decide upon 
the merits of the contending 
claim to the seat, will vote to 
refer the credentials. It remains to be seen 
whether there are enough Republicans who want 
the question settled without further delay, and 
settled, as everybody believes it will be, by ad- 
mitting Spofford to make a majority with the 
Democrats.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 
REPORT OF THB CONGRESSIONAL COMMISSION. 
Special Dispatcn to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Oct. 17.—The_ report of 
Senator Jones’ Commission upon the silver 
question, so long expected, was completed late 
this afternoon. Senator Jones has spent the 
whole summer here upon it. The report com- 
prises a volume of 200 pages, accompanied by 
a volume of statistics of equal size. The fol- 
lowing is an epitome of the conclusion at which

The first question relates to the cause of the 
recent change jn the relative value of gola 
and silver, and to the effect of that change. 
The Commission concluded : 

The causes of recent change in the relative value 
of gold ana silver are mainly the demonetization

in Europe its coinage. princi

The 
the demonetization so far accomplished 
signaliy disastrous, 1 —— to the countries 
which have recently monetized silver, or in 
which the goid standard was already eotablished. 
THE SECOND QUESTION 
covers the two points of the restoration of the 
double standard in this country and of the best 
legal relation between gold and silver. The 
Commission recommends the restoration of the 
double standard and the unrestricted coinage of 
both metals, but are u to agree upon the 
legal relation Which should be established be- 
tween them. 
B THIRD QUESTION 
relates to policy of continuing legal-tender 
notes concurrently with the metallic standards, 
and the effects thereof upon the labor, indus- 
tries, and wealth of the country. The Commis- 
sioners do not suppose that it is possible to 
maintain paper in actual concurrent circulation 
with coin unless the paper is made equal in 
value to coin by actual convertibility into it. 
THE FOURTH QUESTION 
covers the best means for providing for facili- 
tating the resumption of 6 payments. The 
opinions on this point are and contra- 
tory. The experience of other countries 
furn little aid im reaching 
which can command confidence. The fact in re- 
gard to paper money issued directly by govern- 
meuts, and having a forced currency, seems to 
be that it has seldom been redeemed in coin. 
The Commission concludes that resumption in 
this country is not practicable under the cir- 
cumstances until the existing laws making gold 
the sole metallic legal-tender are repealed. 
THE TOTAL INADEQUACY OF GOLD ALONE 
is apparent. Germany, Great Britain, and 
France are the only countries which have any 
considerable quantity of it, and the maximum 
estimates of the amounts they have in coin and 
bars do not exceed 81.300, 00, 0000. The Commie- 
sion think the quantities in the Western World 
aremuch exaggerated. The Commission believe 
that the remonetization of silver will have a 
powerful influence in preventing, and probabty 
will prevent, the demonetization of silver 
and in other European coun- 
standard is 
legally and theoretically maintained. 
But if, notwithstanding remonetization here, 
further European demonetization shall take 
place, the result for us will be 
AN ADVANTAGEOUS EXCHANGE

HARLAN’S NOMINATION. 
Special Dispaich to The Uhicago Tribune. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Oct. 17.—The nomina- 
tion of Gen. John M. Harlan to be Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States was made this afternoon, as was fore- 
shadowed ten days ago in these dispatches. 
There are indications of a two-fold opposition 
to the confirmation of Gen. Harlan. Strange to 
say, this opposition is expected to come from 
extreme Southern men and from extreme 
Northern men, and from exactly contrary rea- 
sons.

WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 
A WESTERN RAILWAY SCHEME. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 14.—It cannot be 
determined yet whether the extra session will 
be a long or a-short one, but, from. the talk of 
members who have already arrived heré, it can 
readily be seen that a great number of propo- 
sitions have been prepared for presentation to 
Congress between now and next July. gThese 
schemes are of a varied nature. Many of them 
involve the taking of a large amount of money 
from the Treasury. Among the more impor- 
tant propositions likely to be presented will un- 
doubtedly be found the following. Railroad 
legislation will of course occupy a prominent 
place 1 the various subsidy schemes: 

Among the bills which has received consider- 
able support is oue providing for the charter of 
a passenger and freight railway from Lake 
Michigan to the southeast sea This 
i received the attention of the 

Jommittee on Railways and Canals in the last 
Congress. It is supported by some prominent 
Western men. Among those who are interested 
in it as proposed incorporators are Cyrus H. 
McCormick and Robert of Chicago; a num- 
ber of Indiana capitalists; the noted Gov. 
Beriah Magoffin, of Kentucky; John Baxter, of 
Tennessee; Gen. C an, who, in his book 
of memoirs, just published, has so severely at- 
tacked Jere Black on account of his secession 
proclivities ; and a number of influential persons 
in New York State. The object of the Com- 
pany is to build a railroad from 

CHICAGO TO THE ATLANTIC SEABOARD, 
through Indiana to Indianapolis, thence to the 
Ohio River, through Kentucky to Lexington, to 
Cumberland Gap, to Asheville, N. C., and to 
Charleston, 8. C., with the privilege of making 
branch roads to Port Royal, Savannah, Augusta, 
Knoxville, and other places along the route: 
This scheme is favored by a good many South- 
ern people, who are eavo to establish 
more intimate commercial relations between 
the Northwest and the Southern seaboard, and 
to create a new European outlet for the crops 
of the Northwest on the Southern coast. 
BIACK-HILLS RAILROAD. 

Senator 2 —— if he returns to the Senate, 
will undoubtedly co-operate with Senators of 
the border States to advance the interests of 
the country, where he has made his 
home. A bill has already been drafted incor- 
porating the Sioux City, Black Hills & Pacific 
Railroad Company. This bill provides for the 
construction of a failroad from Sioux City, Ia., 
westward through Nebraska, ore yo- 
ming, Idaho, and Oregon, to Portland to 
be completed within fifteen years.

Gronda W. Smatuzy, in a recent letter, 
gives the private history of the causes that 
led to the dismissal of Juras Snom by Pres- 
ident MacManon. The story is that Mad- 
ame MacManow took a violent dislike to the 
wife of the Prime Minister, and had her im- 
pressions confirmed when the latter, at a 
State banquet, came into dinner on the arm 
of her husband. This is an odiously-vulgar 
habit, modern etiquette requiring the lady 
to go in advance and have her escort follow 
obsequiously in the rear. Madame Sruox's 
excuse was that she had on high-heeled 
shoes, and required the support of her hus- 
band’s arm on the slippery floor of the din- 
ing-room. But Madame MacManon never 
forgave her. Hence the Marshal’s violent 
personal dislike of Junzs Smiox and the ab- 
rupt letter of dismissal. So we bave another 
reason for objecting to high-heeled shoes. 


Foreign dispatches indicate the proba- 
bility that two more important battles will 
be fought in Bulgaria before the season's 
campaign closes. The bombardment of 
Plevna was yesterday recommenced along 
the entire Russian line, and under cover of 


the enemy's redoubts, with the intention 
of striking a decisive blow when the 
opportune moment arrives. Meanwhile 
Osman Pasha’s situation inside the Plevna 
defenses is represented as far from encour- 
aging. His soldiers are said to be deserting 
in large numbers, and his communications 
with Sophia have been severed. SvuLzeman 
Pasha is reported as having concentrated his 
forces at Hadikoi, and a battle with the 
Czarowitch is considered imminent. 


— — — — 


The Russian victory over the Turkish army 
in Asia under Muxurar Pasha is most 
crushing and decisive, and settles the canf- 
paign in that quarter. Nearly half the 
Turkish army is destroyed, and the rest was 
routed and took refuge in the fortress of 
Kars. Three whole divisions were sur- 


rounded, and surrendered with thirty-two 


guns and all their munitions and materials. 
Among the captives are seven Generals. 
The armies engaged probably numbered 


fifty or sixty thousand men. The Russians 


will now open intrenchments before Kars 
and begin a regular siege, closely investing 
the place until it is starved into a surrender, 
as it is difficult to see where a relieving 
army can be found strong enough to break 
through the Russian lines of investment. 
This great victory must exercise a decided 
effect on the remainder of the war, as it will 
elate the Russians and depress the Turks, 
and make them feel their case to be al- 
most hopeless. It will greatly help Russian 
credit in the sale of bonds abroad, and in 
procuring subscriptions at home to carry the 
war to a victorious conclusion. 


Moxrran Pasha's report of the overwhelm- 
ing defeat suffered by his forces on Monday 
last is eminently characteristic of that un- 
veracious military chronicler. He mentions 
the affair as one of trivial importance, the 
only disagreeable feature being the necessity 
of retiring to Kars, there to prepare our 
revenge.” But it appears from his own ac- 
count that he took but one division of his 
army on the rearward, leaving the Constanti- 
nople folks altogether in the dark concerning 
the fate of the other divisions. Happily the 
reports of the victorious Russian com- 
manders supply the missing link, and satié- 
factorily account for the whereabouts of the 
divisions which did not join in the revenge- 
ful preparations to be made at Kars. Being 
prisoners in the hands of the enemy, they 
will be unable to assist in the vigorous 
measures of retaliation which MuxxrTar 
promises to set on foot forthwith. The 
Turkish loss is set down at 800,—which is 
simply ridiculous; it probably does not 
represent one-tenth of the number of killed, 
wounded, and captured. Obviously it re- 
quired more moral courage than the Armeni- 
an General-in-Chief is possessed of to make 
a true report of the engagement which 
virtually annihilated his army, and if he had 
forwarded the truth, the Porte would not 
dare to publish it to the world. 


COUNTING THE VOTES IN FRANCE. 

The Republicans of France, although they 
have secured a majority of 120 in the new 
Chamber, are disappointed in the result. 
They hoped to fulfill the promise of Gam- 
BETTA by increasing the memorable number 
of 363 to 400. Their failure to accomplish 
this result is said by them to be due not to a 
want of strength with the people, but to a 
manipulation of the ballots in many districts 
by the Government officials. They do not 
assert that President MacManon has au- 
thorized the frauds, but they demand an in- 
vestigation in order that responsibility may 
be fixed where it belongs, and that the in- 
justice may be rectified. Several Republican 
newspapers have pointed out the duty of the 
new Chamber to undertake such an investi- 
gation ; no doubt the Left will fall in readily 
wifh the idea when the session begins. The 
cry of frand, it should be understood, 
is not of the empty kind so common 
in America. The French electoral sys- 
tem presents many more opportunities for 
fictitious returns than our own does. The 
voting is in charge of Government officials ; 
the ballots are counted and the results de- 
clared by them. They have wide discretion 
as to the time they may consume in the dis- 
charge of their duties. In America, judges 
of election are enjoined to count the votes 
before adjournment. The practice in France 
is different. ‘The canvass is made at leisure, 
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Republican strength.

if it should to subvert the Consti- 
tution, just as hundreds of thousands in this 
country would have abandoned the Tilden- 
ites if they had not respected the decision 
of the Electoral Commission. President 
MacManon will exhibit a plentiful want of 
sense if he sets this vote at defiance. 

A significant result of the elections is the 
sudden rise of the Bonapartists to influence. 
At the close of the war they were despised 
and rejected of all men. They were repre- 
sented in the Chamber by barely a dozen 
persons, and these possessed neither credit 
nor personal worth. When the Comte de 
CHAMBORD was solicited to become King, the 
Bonapartist vote dwindled almost to nothing. 
Since the failure of that dbterprise it has 
grown gradually, until now it is the party of 
opposition to the Republic. The minor- 
ity is thus divided by the Tempe: Bona- 
partists, 99; MacMahonites, 45; Le- 
gitimists, 44; Orleanists, 11. For all 
practical purposes, the MacMahonites and 
Bonapartists are one, so that their vote may 
be put at 143. This is more than the nu- 
cleus of a party ; it is a formidable organiza- 
tion which, in view of the recent growth of 
Bonapartism, may well excite the alarm of 
the Republicans. Bonapartism is especially 
formidable, because it is in alliance with 
Clericalism. The Clericals now rest all their 
hopes on the young Prince Imperial, and the 
improvement in his prospects has been due 
solely to that cause. It may be that a some- 
what tardy remorse has overtaken the eccle- 
siastics. They urged Narozzon III. into the 
war which destroyed his Empire. It would 
be only a just recompense, they feel, if they 
should restore that Empire to his son. While 
the whole hierarchy continues to plot in 
favor of the Prince, his cause is not desper- 
ate, nor the Republic safe. 


THE RUSSIAN SITUATION. 
Although flo battles have been fought in 


Bulgaria since the Russians were repulsed 
before Plevna and Menemer Aut fell back at 
Biela, after his encounter with the Czaro- 
witch, the Russians have had a streak of 
good luck through the action of other 
agencies than those of war. The weather 
has played an important part in affecting the 
situation. Nine days of rain have made both 
camps a sea of mud. The roads have become 
almost impassable. The swollen streams 
and marshes have spread malaria. The 
nights have grown cold, In the Balkans, 
snow has been falling. ‘These agencies 
must of course affect both armies, but the 
Russian is better prepared to grapple with 
them. Rain, frost, and snow will not affect 
the Russian soldier, who is accustomed to 
them, as severely as the Turkish soldier, who 
is an inhabitant of a warm climate and not 
accustomed to them. Malaria knows no dif- 
ference between a Russian and a Turk, and 
if, as the dispatches state, typhus and 
other fevers are raging in the Russian camps, 
there is no reason to suppose that they are 
not raging with equal virulence in the Turk- 
ish camps,—probably with more severity, be- 
cause the average Turkish soldier, how- 
ever valiant or ferocious he may be as a 
fighter, is not as hardy or robust as 
the Russian soldier. The weather and 
disease are not the only agencies playing 
havoc with the Turks. It begins to look as 
if starvation, the most deadly foe of an army, 
invincible to repeating rifles or Krupp guns, 
is threatening Osman Pasha's army so long 
as it remains cooped up in Plevna. Hither- 
to the investment of that fortress has been 
so incomplete that convoys of prisoners have 
found their way in by the rear from Sofia, 
but the powerful cavalry force recently or- 
ganized and placed under command of that 
brilliant raider, Gen. Gourxo, has swept 
around to the rear of Pleyna, and is so suc 
cessfully harassing their communications 
that they can no longer depend upon relief 
from that quarter. A new danger thus 
threatens Osman Pasha, and the announce- 
ments recently made that he is on the eve of 
evacuating Plevna seem to be confirmed by 
his abandoning of the Gravitza redoubt, the 
key to the situation, which Sxozsge.zrr 
stormed so gallantly, and which he would 
have held had reinforcements been sent to 
him. 

The Russians meanwhile are conducting 
their campaign in a slower and surer way 
that indicates they look upon the war as a 
long and expensive struggle which they must 
win at all hazards, the defeat of Turkey not 
only being at stake, but their influence over 
the Sclavonic provinces. They are accumu- 
lating vast stores of provisions, clothing, and 
war material in their depots. They are im- 
proving their line of communications through 
Roumania, so that, by means of a railroad 
from Tralesti to Simnitza, they will have all 
rail transport to the Danube, instead of being 
compelled to haul their provender in wagons 
through the heavy mud. The army of the 
Czarowitch has so strengthened its defenses 
on the Lom that Sunzmay Pasha, who re- 
lieved Menzemet Alt because he has made a 
reputation for desperate fighting, has not 
yet found it prudent to strike a blow, though 
it is nearly two weeks since he assumed 
command. The most significant change 
yet made by the Russians is the dispatch 


of Gen. Topizpen to the front to assume 


command before Plevna, which of itself is a 
confession of errors made by the folly of the 
Grand Duke, and an indication that the future 
movements of the campaign will be slower, 
and that those sanguine people who fancied 
the Russians would be in Constantinople be- 
fore winter will be disappointed. War will 
now be conducted upon scientific principles 
instead of upon the results of accidents. In- 
stead of the useless, horrible, reckless 
slaughter of life, which has characterized the 
Grand Duke's operations hitherto, Gen. 
TopLEZBeEw will compass results by scientific 
means involving smaller loss of life. The 
Russians in previous campaigns have met 
with terrible losses, but they had something 
to show for it; in the present campaign they 
have sacrificed the equivalent of two army 
corps, and have not yet won a battle. Com- 
menting upon Gen. Top.esen’s appoint- 
ment, the London Times, after enumerating 
the mistakes made by the Russians, thinks 
that the Russian people now have some 
security that the lives of their soldiers will 
not be thrown away. It says: 

The Russians remained for weeks before Plevna 
without attempting to lighten the perils of the 
siege by any of the devices of the engineer. It is 
uncertain, eed, whether they had begun to re- 
pair their error up to the time of Gen. Top- 
LEBEN's arrival, and, incredible as the story may 
seem, they are said to have had no shovels. The 
Roumanian division of the assailants have been 
much more alive to the necessities of a siege, for 
they have been laboriously constructing works to 
facilitate their approach to the fortified positions 
beyond the Gravitza redoubt. Prince CuaRr.zs’ 
German training must have taught him to distrust 
the headlong rashness of the Russian commander, 
and, now that Gen. Topizesen will direct the at- 
tack, it will doubtiess be carried on with a greater 
regard for the possibilities of human valor. 


If the dispatches be correct, there is also 
a strong hope for the Russians on the Asiatic 
side, after months of continuous disaster. 
Muxuraz Pasha's army seems to have been 


stantially recovered their old position when 
they were defeated at Zewin and Delibaba, 
and now have cut off Kars and once more 
threaten Erzeroum. If the news be true, 
they have retrieved the campaign in Ar- 
menia. It remains to be seen whether 
will repeat their former errors and lose 
again. At all events, it is the most impor- 
tant victory yet won on either side, and will 
have an inspiriting effect upon the army in 
Bulgaria. The road to Ergeroum is open, 
and Kars is doomed.

LOCAL POLITICAL INTRIGUES. 

There is just one legitimate purpose to be 
worked out in the county election next 
month, viz.: The reform of the County Gov- 
ernment. But there are various political 
elements which desiré to make the elec- 
tion serve other ends, All these elements 
have a common interest, however, in antag- 
onizing the work of reform, since all of 
them are run for the benefit of certain poli- 
ticians and cliques that hope to fatten at the 
public crib. Hence the work of consolidat- 
ing these elements has begun with the 
preparations for merging the so-called 
„Greenback party and the so-called In- 
dustrial party into one concern, to be 
known as the “ Industrial Greenback ” party. 
If these two cliques rested upon the princi- 
ples which they profess to advocate, no 
alliance could ‘be more unnatural. Their 
nominal political professions diverge as much 
as the creeds of the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant Churches. The Greenbackers 
favor the dilution of the currency; 
they want the volume of the irredeemable 


currency watered till there shall be at least 


twice as much, and perhaps several times as 

much, as there is now outstanding. The 
inevitable effect of this party, if successful, 
will be to reduce the purchasing value of the 
greenback in proportion to the excess of the 
issue; the greenback dollar, which will now 
buy 97 worth cents’ of coffee or sugar, will, un- 
der their plan, buy but 50 cents’worth of coffee 
or sugar, or still less. The men who are in 
favor of this process of currency dilution 
are debtors, and labor under the delusion 
that they will be able to pay their debts more 
easily and cheaply with a debased currency. 
But the interests of the workingmen, 
who are supposed to constitute the In- 
dustrial party, demand the very oppo- 
site of tho system. It is much bet 
ter for them to receive in payment 
for their services a dollar which will buy 97 
cents’ worth of supplies than one which 
will buy only 50 cents’ worth. If, then, there 
is any one political combination which the 
workingmen ought to antagonize more than 
all others, itis the combination to reduce 
the purchasing power of the greenback ; 
hence, a political alliance of the working- 
men with the party making this attempt is 
unnatural on principle. 

But the fact is that principle forms mo 
part of the motives which prompt the alli- 
ance. ‘The combination is formed with sole 
reference to the spoils, and it will not stop 
with the union of Greenbackers and Com- 
munists; the work of merging the various 
cliques will go on till all are banded to- 
gether in a combined effort to defeat 
that portion of the population which de- 
mand a reformation in the administration of 
county affairs and a retrenchment in county 
expenditures. The present outlook is that 
all the cliques will be taken under the wing 


of the Democratic party, under the agree- | 


ment that there shall be no retrenchment, 
and that the spoils shall be fairly divided. 
On the very day of the coalition of the 
Greenbackers there were two events that re- 
vealed the programme. One was the meet- 
ing of the gang” to promote the interests 
of Convin, the ex-Mayor, as the Democratic 
candidate for County Treasurer; the other 
was the action of the present Democratic 
County Board in refusing to reduce expenses 
(though investigation showed that they 
might be reduced $70,000 a year without 
detriment to the public interests), and in 
determining to ask the people to vote an 
issue of $500,000 bonds, nominally for build- 
ing the Court-House. Oonvin, asa candi- 
date for County Treasurer, would best unite 
the several cliques who want to plunder the 
people. All of them would have the most 
implicit confidence in his doing what he 
could to aid the County Ring in distributing 
all. the money they could raise. CoLvrn was 
the man who united the gang” when the 
attack was made on the City Government, 
and who held them together till the City 
Treasury was depleted, and no more money 
could be begged, borrowed, or stolen; he 
would naturally be the right sort of a man to 
lead a similar attack on the County Govern- 
ment. With Corum and Lies leading the 
Democratic ticket, all the raiders would rally 
around it, and enjoy a serene confidence that 
the County Ring would be maintained. The 
proposition to submit the issue of $500,000 
bonds to popular vote is another bid for the 
consolidation of the rabble in favor of the 
Democtfatic ticket. All the broken specula- 


tors in the Greenback party, and all the ad- 


venturers and Communists who are trying to 
hoodwink the workingmen, would be satis- 
fied, and the ignorant dupes would join them 
with the hope that, in some mysterious way 
which they are not able to explain to them- 
selves, they would get some share of the 
public moneys to be squandered and stolen. 
But the officeholders’ and contractors’ rings 
would be the sole beneficiaries. 

The only hope left for honest County Gov- 
ernment is in the action of the Republican 
Convention. We do not say this in a parti- 
san spirit, or with a desire to acquire any 
partisan advantage. The fact is forced upon 
public acknowledgment by the manifest ten- 
dency of the various raids on the County 
Treasury to combine with the Democrats, 
and the Democrats cannot secure the politic- 
al advantage of such combination without 
conceding a division of the spoils and forcing 
the respectable men in the party to give place 
to the schemers. There is an indication of a 
purpose on all sides, except in the Republic- 
an organization, to carry the election by 
intrigue, and by pandering to the greed of 
the vicious and the ignbrance of the rabble. 
Whether such a combination can be defeated 
will depend upon the wisdom and honesty of 
the Republican Convention, whose only 
chance of success consists in the 
best and strongest ticket that can be made.

THE NEW SUPREME JUDGE. 

The President yesterday sent to tne Senate 
the nomination of Jon M. HARgan, of 
Kentucky, to be Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States to fill the 
vacaney caused by the resignation of Judge 
Davis. 

The people of this city naturally preferred 
Judge Drummonp, ahd hoped for his promo- 
tion to the vacancy. On the score of fitness, 
ability, and experience he richly deserved it, and 
his non-appointment will be a great disappoint- 
ment. It is reported that the President was largely 
influenced by locality in making the selection. 
It seems there was not a Southern man on the 
Supreme Court Bench, tne whole eight being 
Northern men. There was a reason which caused 
this sectional constitution of the Court, but 


that reason no longer exists. The South once 


more holds harmonious relations with the 
North, and occupiés an equal position iu the 
Union. The President undoubtedly felt that 
the vacancy should be filled from the South. 
The North has seven members of the Court and 
the Pacific Coast one; the vacancy, therefore, 
seemed to fall to the South, which, numbering 
sixteen States, and more than a third of the 
total population of the Union, had no man on 
the Supreme Bench: ALX DIA H. SteruEns 
and other Cotton-State members of Congress 
recommended Herscuzit V. Jonnson, of 
Georgia, for the vacancy. Otner Democratic 
politicians pressed W. P. Batituovocrr, of Gal- 
veston, Tex., whois a fine lawyer but a rather 
ultra Democrat; but as the Democrats have al- 
ready three or four Judges of the Supreme 
Court, the President could hardly be expected 
to add to their number. Judge Woop, of 
Alabama, was very strongly recommended by 
the lawyers of the six Southern States 
in his Circuit. He is an able and excellent Cir- 
cuit Judge, and quite popular in the Cotton 
States; but a cry was raised that he was a car- 
pet-bagger from Ohio, aod that his elevation to 
the Supreme Bench would not be accepted as 
the appointment of a Southern man. 

The President finally settled the case by se- 
lecting Gen. Jonn M. Haran, of Louisville, 
a Kentuckian to the manor born, and a straight 
Republican in politics; in fact, the recognized 
leader of the party in the State. For a number 
of years Gen. HARLax has been esteemed 
the . strongest member of the Bar of 
Kentucky, and the finest speaker in 
the State. He is popular with all 
classes of decent people. His high character 
and great legal abilities have secured him a 
large Democratic clientage. Personally he is 
the most popular man in Kentuckv,—B. H. 
Bristow not excepted. His circuit will consist 
of indiana, Illinois, and Wisconsin, for we sup- 
pose there is no doubt of his confirmation by 
the Senate. 

We find the following biographicai sketch of 
the new Southern Judge in one of our ex- 
changes: 

Gen. Jon M. Harnian, of Louisville, Ky., is 
about 42 years old, and is blessed with remarka- 
ble physical and intellectual powers. His parents 
were natives of Kentucky, and his father (James 
HaRLaNn) was the distinguished Whig politician 
who represented the Mercer District in Congress 
from 1436 to 1839. Hise father was also Secretary 
of State of Kentucky from 1840 to 1844, and from 
1850 to the time of his death in 1863 he was At- 
torney-General of the State. Harlan County, Ken- 
tucky, was named after Gen. Harman's grand- 
uncle, who fell ma battle with Indians at Blue 
Lick. Ia 1859, when only 24 8 of age. Gen. 
Hint ran for Congress in the Fayette District 
(then called the Eighth) on the Opposition ticket, 
and. after a hard fight, was defeated by the Demo- 
cratic candidate by a majority of only 67 in a total 
vote of 13, 797. 

When the War broke out he joined the Union 
army, and served for two years as Colonel of the 
Tenth Kentucky Infantry. The death of his father 
then compelled him to tender his resignation. On 
returning to civil life Gen. Han.ax settled bis 
father’s estate, and in the same year (1863) he was 
elected Attorney-General of the State on the Union 
ticket, which was headed by the late Gov. Bram- 
LETTE. Gen. HaRLAn’s majority was 52,852, in 
a total vote of 78,032; Gov. BRaMLerTEe’s major- 
ity was 50.917. At the close of his term he re- 
moved to Louisville and returned to the practice of 
law. Gen. Haran is probably the best orator in 
Kentucky, and the ablest and most successful mem- 
ber of the Bar in that State. Talent for oratory is 
with him a natural gift. His command of language 
is great. and his sense of humor keen; but he in- 
dulges in few rhetorical ornaments in his speeches. 
When ouiy 21 years of age he canvassed Kentucky 
for President Ftlnonx. and there are Kentuckians 
still living who speak of his boyish eloquence in 
high terms. 

Gen. Har Lan has the respect of all Kentucki- 
ans, and his vigorous canvasses have made him the 
leader of the epublican party in the State. In 
1871 Gen. HARLAN was the Republican candidate 
for Governor, and polled 89,294 votes, against 
126,447 for the Democratic candidate. In 1875 
he was again the Republican candidate, and he 
then increased his vote to 90. 795, against 126, 976 
for Gov. MoCreary. Gen. Haran is about six 
feet high, and weighs, perhaps, 225 pounds. [le 
has good-humored, expressive blue eyes, fair com- 
plexion and hair, a large head. massive, lofty 
forehead, = chest. and broad shoulders. His 
power of self-control is great, end he has an 
abundant geniality and tact. He is probably the 
most industrious, untiring lawyer in Kentucky, 
capable of working sixteen to eignteen hours per 
day. He is always in perfect health. It is said 
that he was never sick a day in his lite.

Celebrating the Centennial 
of His Surrender. 


Addresses by Horatio Seymour 
and George William Curtis. 


Plan of the British Campaign and 
Its Hopeless Failure. 


Influence of the Surrender on the For- 
tunes of the American Cause. 


SCHUYLERVILLE, N. T., Oct. 17.—Scarcely 
less than 40,000 pepple are here attending the 
centennial commemorating the surrender of 
Burgoyne. The exercises opened with the firing 
of 100 guns at sunrise, when an answering gun 
was heard at Willard’s Mountain, whence Gates’ 
scouts signaled to him the movements of Bur- 
goyne during the campaign. The procession of 
the many civic and military organizations was 
an imposing affair. The officers wore badges 
made from palmetto sent by South Carolina. 

The long procession having arrived upon the 
historic battleground, ex-Gov. Seymour 
and George William Curtis delivered orations, 
and a poem was read. 

At 8o’clock speaking began. After prayer, 
Charles Lester, President of the day, delivered 
an address, and was followed by the Hon. Ho- 
ratio Seymour, who was received with cheers. 
Mr. Seymour spoke as follows: 

ADDRESS OF THE HON. HORATIO SEYMOUR. 

One hundred years ago, on this spot, American 
Independence was made u great fact in the history 
of nations. Until the surrender of the British 
army under Burgoyne, the Declaration of Inde- 
— was but à declaration. It was a patriotic 
purpose asserted in bold words by brave men. who 
piedged for its maintenance their lives, their for- 
tunes, and their sacred honor. But here it was 
made 4 fact, by virtue of force. It 
been regarded by the world merely as an act of 
defiance, but it was now seen that it contained the 
germs of a Government, which the event we now 
celebrate made one of the Powers of the earth. 
Here rebellion was made revolution. Upon this 
ground, that which had in the eye of the law been 
treason, became triumphant patriotism. 

At the break of day 100 years ago, in the judg- 


ment of the world, our fathers were rebels against 
established authority. When the echoes of the

patriots who had rescued their country from w 
and outrage. Until the surrender of the Britis 
army in this valley, no nation would the 
agents of the Continental Congress. ll inter- 
course with them was in stealthy ways. But they 
were met with open congiatulations when the 
monarchs of Europe learned that the royal stand- 
— of . Britain bad been lowered to our flag. We 
gained a name among the nations of the earth. 
The value of this surrender was increased by the 
boastful dnd dramatic display which had bee 
made of British power. It bad arrayed its disci- 
lined armies; it had sent its fleets; it had calied 
orth its savage allies, all of which were to move 
upon grand converging lines, not only to crush out 
tae patriotic forces, but to impress Europe with 
ite strength, and to ‘check any alliances with 
the American Government. It them witness- 
es of its defeat when it thought to make them the 
judges of its triumph. The monarchs of Europe 
who watched the progress of the doubtful strug- 
gle, who were uncertain if it was more than a 
ular disturbance, now saw the action in ite fall 
sprung 


proportions. and felt that a new power

into existence,—a new element nad ente 
the diplomacy of the world. 

The interest excited in our minds by this occa- 
sion are not limited to a battie fought, or an army 
captured; they reach even beyond the fact that it 
was the turning-point of the revolutionary strug- 
gle. Weare led toa consideration of a chain of 
events and of enduring aspects of nature which 
have shaped our civilization in the past, and which 
now and throughout the future will in finence the 
fortunes of our country. Burgoyne did not merely 
surrender here anarmy, he surrendered the con- 
trol of a continent. ever in the world’s history 
was there a transfer of territory so vast, and of in- 
fluences so far reaching, asthat made a century 
ago where we now stand 

We meet to-day to celebrate the surrender of 
Burgoyne, appropriate ceremonies, and to la 
the corner-stone of a monument which will com- 
memorate not only that event. but every fact 
which led to that result. The reproach rests upon 
the United States, that while they stand in the 
front ranks of the powers of the by 
virtue of their numbers,etheir vast domains, and 
their progress in wealth and in arts, they give no 
proof to the eyes of the world that they honor 
their fathers or those whose sacrifices the 
foundations of their prosperity and greatness. We 
hope that a suitable stracture here will tell all who 
look upon it that this was the scene of an occur- 
rence unsurpassed in importance and 1 
consequences in military annals. And it also 
show that a hundred years have not dimmed its 
lustre in our eyes, but that the 1 upon its

INFLUENCE OF THE TOPOGRAPHY OF OUR COUR-

Having traced its 
grand system of mountains, rivers, and lakes, they 
will be struck with the fact that for a thousand 
miles the Alleghenies make long ranges of barriers 
between the Atlantic andthe great plains of the in- 
terior. About midway of their lengths these lofty 
mountains are cut down to their bases by the 
gorge of t Hudson, through which the tides of 
the ocean pour their floods in triumph.

THE RAILROADS. 


OHIO & MISSISSIPPI. 
Special Inapatchto The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 17—The Eastern stockhold- 
ers of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad met here 
to-day to hear the report of the Committee ap- 
pointea togo to Cincinnati on behalf of the 
stockhotiers. Nearly $18,000,000 worth of 
stock and bonds were represented. The Com- 
mittee, after reviewing the Convention proceed- 
ings at Cincinnati in detail, say, in conclusion, 
in view of the criticism passed upon their 
bolting action, to the effect that they owned 
very little of tbe stock, that they assumed to 
represent much more than a majority of the 
stock voted upon by them, and they held 
proxies for more than doubie the number of 
votes that were accepted. They claim that the 
vacancics of Torrance and Salt were not legally 
filled; that the Garrett meeting was not legally 
organized, or its Chairman — * chosen; that 
the inspectors were not entitled to act; that the 
Directors had no power to appoint them; and 
that, consequently, the second meeting was the 
only legal one. The report was acfepted. The 
Chairman then addressed the meeting, giving 
hie experience at the Cincinnati meeting. 
He corroborated ali that the Committee 
had said. He charged that the interests 
of the Ohio & Mississippi stockholders were in 
danger. The Baltimore & Ohio Company had 
their road in its iron grasp. He asked whet 
they were going to do about it. James F. Harts. 
horne said that he could provefthat a few days 
previous tothe election Mr. Garrett’s brokers bor- 
rowed 35,000 shares of stock. He denounced the 
whole business as a swindle and robbery. Mr. 
Hartshorne said he learned from several Western 
railroad officials that the loca! traffic of the Ohio 
& Mississippi Railroad had never been’ 
developed, .but had been subordinated to 
the interests of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Road. The latter road had also been in the 
habit of receiving three times as much for haul- 
age as the former.

FORGED DRAFTS. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Oct. 17.—Shortly after the 
present State officers were installed last winter, 
there were presented at the Treasury for pay- 
ment thirty $100 drafts, which, with interest, 
amount to 810,000, purporting to have been 
drawn upon the old Commissioners’ fund, dated 
March 21, 1840. They came from New York, 
and were found among the old private papers of 
the father of a Mr. Fred White, of that city, and 
sent to Mr. Saltonstall, of Chicago, and brought 
here for payment as before stated.
